ducements to the T reaſons ,as the open 
& attuall Treaſons theſelues (though 
ina caſe of lifeit was not thought con- 
uentent teinfiſt at the triallypon mat- 
ter of inference or preſumption , but 
chiefly vpon matter of plaine and di- 
ref proofes) therefore it hath beene 
thoupht fit to publiſh to the world a 
briefe Declaration of the prafliſes and 
treaſons attempted and committed by 
Roberc /ate Earle of Eflex and his 


complices 
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late Earleof Eſſex,and bis (omplicts. 
complices againft her Maieftie and her 
Kingdomes, and of theproceedings at 
the conutions of the ſaid late Earle 
and hu adherents pon the ſame trea- 


fens:: and not ſoonely, but therewith- 


all,for the better warranting and veri- 


Hig of the narration , to ſet downein 


the endgthe very (Confeſſions andteſti- 
monies themſelues , word for word ta- 
ken out of the Originals,whereby it wil 
be moſl manifeft,that nothing is 0bſcu- 
red or diſguiſed, though it doe appeare 
by divers moſt wicked and editions Li- 
bels throwen abroad, that the dregs of 
theſe treaſons, which the late Earl of 
Efſex himſelfe a litle before his death, 
did termea Leprofie, that had infe- 
Hedfarre and neere, do yet remaine in 


the hearts and tongues of ſome miſaf-

FH E moſt partiall will not denie, but chat 
L Robert late Earle of Efex was by her Maieſties 
manifoldbenefits and-graces, beſides oath and al= 
legeance, as much tied to her Maieſtie, as the ſub- 
iect could be to the ſouereigne, her Maieſty hauing 
heaped vpon him both digniries, offices, and gifts 
inſuch meaſire,as within the circle of twelue yeres 
or more, there was ſcarcely ayeere of reſt,in which 
he did not obteine at her Maieſties hands.ſome 
notableaddition cither of honour or profit. 


But heon the other ſide , making theſe her Ma- 


icſties fauours nothing els but wings forhis ambi- 
tion, and looking vpon them, not as her benefits, 
bur as his aduauntages; ſuppoſing that to be his 
owne.mettall which was but her marke and im- 
preſſion,was ſo giuen ouer by God(who often pu- 
nitheth ingratitudebyambirion, and ambition by 
weaſon, and treaſon by finall ruine)as he had long 
agoe plottedit.in his' heart. to become a dange- 
rous ſtpplanter of that ſeat , whereof he oughrro 
haue beene a principall ſupporter : In ſuch-ſort as 
nowe cuerie man of common ſenſe may diſcerne 
noronely his laſt-aQuall and open treaſons , but 
alſo.his former more fecret practiſes atd-prep 
rations towardes thoſe his treaſons, and that with- 
outany glofle or interpreter, buthimſelfeand his 
owne.doin fy ty C PAs) RIG 7p, 
For firſt of all > the world cannowe expound, 
why iewas that hee did aſpire , and had almoſt at- 
teined vnto a greatneſle, like vnto. the auncient 
greatneſle ofthe Prefec7ius Pretorio vnderthe Em- 
| perours 
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late Earle of Efſex,and his (omplices. 
perours of Rome , tohaucall men of warrets niake 
their ſole and particular dependance'vpon hi: 
Thar with fuch jealouſie and watrchfulnefſe hee 
ſought ro diſcountenance any one that might be a 
Competitorto him in any partof that greatiieſle : 
That with-greatviolence and bitterneffehe foupht 
to ſuppreſle and keep downe all the worthieſt Mat- 
ſhall men,which did notappropriate their reſpects 
and acknowledgements onely towardes himſelfe. 
All which did manifeſtly dere@-and'diſtirigniſh; 
Tharir wasnot the repucation'af afarricus Leader 
in the warres which hee ſought (as it was conflty- 
eda great while) but onely power and greameſſe 
to ſerue his owne ends,confidetinp hetrenerlatied 
vefrue not yalor if atiother, but where herhonghi 
he ſhould bee Proprierarteand Commander of it, 
as referred to himfelfe. | 
- So likewife thoſe points of populaticie which 
euety man tooke notice and noteof; as His affable 
geſtures,open doores, making his rableand hisbed 
ſo popularly placesof audience to ſuters, denying 
nothing when he did nothing, feeding many men 
in their difcofrtentiments acainſt the Queene and 
the Srate, and the like, as they were cner fitice 46- 
/alonstime, the foretttmers of treaſors following; 
ſo itt him-were they cither the qualitres of a nature 
diſpoſedrodiffoyaltie, or the beginnings and con- 
ceptionsof that which afterwards greweto ſhape 
and forme! bebe alas Mi mioitncougdrs 
Bur asit werea vaine thing to thinke toſearch 
the rootes and firſt motions oftreaſons, which are 
B knowen : 
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- knowen to; none but God that diſcernes the heart, 
and theDjuell chargiucs the inſtigation : ſoir is 
more then to'be preſumed (being made apparant 
by the euidence of all the euents following) that 
he caricd into Ireland a heart corrupted in his alle- 
giance, .and pregnantof thoſe or the like treaſons 
whichafterwards came tolight. 

For being a man by nature of an high imagine- 
tion, anda great promiſer to himſelfe aſwell as to 
others, he was-confidentthatit he were once the 
| firſtperſon in akingdome, and aſea betweene the 

Queenes ſcat and his, and Walestheneereſt land 
from Ireland, and that he had got the flower ofthe 
Engliſh forces into -his hands (which hee thought 
ſo to intermixe withihis owne followers, as the 
whole. body ſhould mooucby his ſpirit) andit he 
might haue alſo abſolutely into his hands potefia- 
tem vite 7 necis, & arbitrium belli c-pacis, ouer the 
Rebels of ire/and, whereby he might entiſe,& make 
them his owne, firſt by;pardons and conditions, 
and after by hopes to bring them in place where 
they ſhould ſerue for-hope of better booties then 
Cowes, he ſhould-be able to make that place of 
Licutenancie of Ireland , as a riſe. or ſtep to aſcend 
to his deſired greatneſle in England. 

And although many of theſe-conceires were 
windie, yetneither were they the leſlelike to his, 
neither are they now. onely probable conieQures 
or comments vpon theſe his laſttreaſons, burtthe 
very precludes of ationsalmoſt immediatly ſubſe- 
quent,asſhalbe touched indue place. R 
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late Earle of Eſſex, and his (omplices. 
'Burfirſt it was ſtrange with what appetite and 
thirſt he did affkeRt and compaſle' the government 
of Ireland, which he did obteine. For although he 
made ſome formall ſhewesto put itfrom him :-yet 
in this,as in moſt things elſe, his defiresbeingtoo 
ſtrong for his'diffimulations;, he did fofarre paſſe 
the bounds of Decormm,as he did in effetname him- 
ſelfe ro the Queene by ſuch deſcription and ſuch 
particularitics as-could nor. be applyed to any o- 
ther but himſelfe: neither did he ſo onely "but fur- 
ther hee was ſtill at hand to' offer and vrge vehe- 
mently. and-peremptorily-exceptions to any other 
that was named: ' | 
Then after hee once found that there-was no- 

man but himſelfe ( who had other matters in his 
head) ſo farreinlone with that charge, as to make 
any competition or- oppoſition to his -purſute , 
whereby he faw it would fall vpon-him, and cſpe- 
cially after himſelfe was reſolued vpon, he began 
ro make propoſitions to her Maieſtie by way-of 
raxation of the former-courſe held in marinaging 

the aQions of /reland,eſpeciallyvponthree points: 
Thefirſt,that the proportions of forces which had 

bene there mainteined and continued by ſupplies, 
were not fufficienttobring the proſecutions'there 

to period... The ſecond , that the axe had notbene: 
putto the roote of the tree, in regard there had xot 
bin made a maineproſecution vpon the Archtrai- 
tour Tyroxe, in his owne ſtrength, within the Pro- 
uince of Y/fer. The: third, that.the proſecutions 
before time had bene intermixed and interrupted 
B 2 with

on of Blunt. 3, 
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with top many temporiſing treaties, whereby.che 
Rebell did ever gather ſtrength and repuration.ro 
renew the warre with advantage. All which good- 
ly andwell ſounding diſcourſes, together with the 
great vaunts that he would make:the earth zrem- 
ble before him,tended butto this.that the Queene 
ſhould encreaſe theliſt of her Armie and all pro- 
portionsof treaſure and other furniture, to-rhe end 
hiscommandement mightbethe greater.For that 
he neuer intended any fuch proſecution , 'may ap- 
peare by this, thateuen atthetime before his go- 
ing into Ire/ard hee did open himſelfe ſo farre in 
ſpeechto Blunt, his inwardeſt counſellour, That he 
did aſſure hinifelfe that many of the Rebels in Ireland 
would be aduiſed by him: {0 tar was he fro intending 
any proſecution towards thoſe in whom he tooke 
himſelfe to haue intereſt. But his ends were two : 
The one, to get great forces into his hands: the 0- 
ther, to oblige the heads of the rebellion vnto him, 
and to make them ofhis partic. Theſe two endes 
hadin themſelues a repugnancie : for the one im- 
ported proſecution, and the other treaty : Buthee 
that meant to be too ſtrong to bee called to ac- 
count for any thing, andmeantbeſides, when he 
was once in Ireland, to ingage himſclte in other 
1ourneys that ſhould- hinder the proſecution in 
the North, rooke things in order as they made for 
him. And-ſo firſt did nothing as :was fayd, but 
trumpet a finall and vtter profecution againſt 7y- 
rone inthe North, to the endeto haue his forces 
augmented, |

' But yer he forgar not his other purpoſe of ma- 
king himſelfe ſtrong by a partic among(t the Re- 


bels, when ir came to the ſcanning of the clauſes 


of his commiſhon. For then he did infiſt , and that 
with a kind of conteſtation,that the pardoning, no 
notof Tyrexe himſclte, the capital! Rebell, ſhould 
beexcepted and reſerved to. her Maicſties imme- 
diate grace , —_— infinitely deſirous that Tyrone 
ſhould not looke beyond him for his life or par- 
don, but ſhould hold his fortune as of him, and ac- 
compt foritto him onely. ; 

So againe, whereas in the commiſſion of the 
Earle ot Suſſex, and of all other Lieutenants or de- 
puties, there was ever in that clauſe which giueth 
vnto the Lieutenant or depuitie, that highorregall 
point of authority to pardon Treaſons and I rai- 
tors, an exception contained of ſuch caſes of trea- 
ſon as are committed againſt the perſon of the 
King: It was ſtrange, and ſuſpicioully ſtrange, e- 
ven at thattime, wich what importunitie and in- 
ſtance hedid labour, and in the end preuailed to 
haue that exception alſo omitted, gloſing then, 
that becauſe he had heard,that by ſtri expoſition 
of law (a pointinlaw that he would needes forget 
at his arraighment, bur could take knowledge of 
it before, when it was to ſerue his owne ambition) 
all creaſons ofrebellion did tend to the deſtruQtion 
of the Kings perſon, it might breede abuzze in 
the Rebels heads, and ſo diſcourage them from 
comming in , whereas he knew well that in all ex- 
perience paſſed, there was neuerRebel made any 

| B 3 doubt 
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doubt or ſcruple vpon that point to accept of par- 
donfromall tormer gouernours, who had their 
Commiſſions penned with that limitation (their 
Commiſſions being things not kept ſecretly in a 
boxe, but publiſhed & recorded) ſoas it appeared 
manifeſtly that itwas a meere deuiſe of his owne 
out of the ſecret reaches of his heart then nor re- 
vealed : but it may be ns expounded ſince, 
what his drift was by thoſe pardons which he gran- 
red to Blunt the Marſhall, and Thomas Lee, and o- 
thers, thathiscare wasno leflero ſecure his owne 
inſtruments then theRebels of 7re/and. 
yet was there another point for which he did 
contend & conteſt, which was , that he might not 
be tied roany opinion of the Counſell of 1re/and,as 
all others in ccttain points (as pardoning traitors, 
concluding varre and peace,and ſome other prin- 
cipall articles) had bene before him, ro the endhe 
might be abſolute of himielfe;, and be fully Maſter 
of opportunities and occaſions for the performing 
and executing of his owne treaſonable ends. 
Bur after he had once by her Maieſties ſingular 
truſt and fauour toward him obtained his Parenc 
of Commiſſion as large, and his Liſt of forces as 
full as hee deſired, there was anend in his courſe 
of the proſecution in the North. For being arti- 
ued into Ireland, the whole catiage of his ations 
there, was nothing els buta cunning defeating of 
that tourney , with anintent (as appeared) in the 
ende of the yeere to pleaſure and gratifie the Re- 


bell with a diſhonourable peace, and to contract + 


with 
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' late Earle of Eſſex and his Cemplices. 
with him for his owne greatneſle. - | 

Therefore not long after hee had received the 
ſword, he did voluntarily ingage higiſelfe in an vn- 
ſeaſonable and fruitleſſe journey into Henſley , a 
journey neuer propoundedin the Counſell there, 
neuer aduertized over hither while it was paſt: 
By which iourney her Maieſties forces which 
were tobepreſerued intire both invigot and num-' 
ber for the great proſecution, were haraſed and 
« wr with long marches together, and the Nor- 
therne proſecution was indeede quite dafhed and 
made impoſlible. 

But yetſtill doubting he mightreceiue fromher 
Maieſtic ſome quicke & expreſſe commandement 
to proceede; to-be ſure, he purſued his former de- 
viſe of wrapping himſelfe in other aQions , and fo 
ſet himſelfe on worke anewe in the Countie of 0- 


 phaley , being reſolued , as is manifeſt, to dallic out 


the ſeaſon; and never to-haue gone that journey at 
all: Thatſetting forward which he made inthe ve- 
ry ende of Auguft being but a meere plaic and a 
mockerie, and for the purpoſes which now ſhall be 
declared. | 
After he perccived thatfoure moneths of the 


. Summer,and three parts ofthe army were waſted, 


heethought nowe was atimeto ſet on foot ſucha 
peace as might be for the Rebels aduantage,and fo 
to worke a mutuall obligation betweene Tyrone 
and himſelfe, for which purpoſe he did butſecke a 
commodity. He had there with him in his armie 
one Thomgs Lee, amanofaſeditious and —_—

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ſpirit, and one thathad benepriuarely familiar and 
intirely beloued of Tyrone,and one that afterwards 
immediatly vpon E/ſ/ex open rebellion,wvas appre- 
hended for adeſperate attempt of violence againſt 
her Maieſfties perſon ; which he plainly contefled, 
and for which hee ſuffered. Wherefore iudging 
him to be a fit inſtrument, he made ſome fignitica- 


"tion to Lee of ſuch an imploiment , which was no 


ſooner ſignified then apprehended by Lee. Hee 
= order alfo to ſir Chriffopher Blame Marſhall of 

isarmy, to licence Lee to goeto 7Twore whenhee 
ſhould require it. But Zee thought good rolerflip 
firſt vnto Tyrove (which was neuerthelefle by the 
Marſhals warrant) one” 1ames Knowd, 4 perion of 
wit and ſufficiencie, toſound-in what termes and 
tumours Tyrone then was. This Kyowdretutned a 
meſſage from Tyrone to Lee,which was, That i the 
Eavle of Eſſex —_— Tyrones plot, hee would 
wake the Earle of Eflexthe eveateſt man that ener was 
in England: awd farther, that if the Earle wonldhane 
conference with him ,* Tyrone would deliner hu eldeit 
ſonne in pledee for hs aſſurance. This meſſage was 
deliuered by Knowadto Lee, and by Lee wasimpar- 


red to theEarleof Z/zx, who after'this meſlage, 
imployed Lee himſclfe to Tyrone, and by his nego-. 


ciating (whatſocuer paſſed els) prepared and diſ- 
poſed Tyrowe to the parley. 

And this imploiment of Zee was'a matter of

Le Richard Barkley his 
keeper was remoued from him, and he ſetar libet- 
tic, with this admonition only : That hce ſhould not 
take none zabe altogether diſcharged,though he were 
fe to the guard of none,but his owne diſcretion. Buthe 
clr himſelfe no ſooner vpon the wings of his liber- 
tie, but (notwithſtanding his former ſhewes of a 
mortified eſtate of minde) he began to practiſe a- 
freſh, as buſily as cuer reviuing his former refolu- 
tion : which was the ſurprizing and poſlefling the 
Queenes perſon, andthe Court.

vpon him, (when there was no colour of any fuch 
matter ) onely to diſtaſte him oforhers, and faſten 
him to my Lord, though he did notacquaint him 
with any particulars of my Lords deſcignes, till a 
good while after. 

But my Lorde having ſpent the ende of the 
Summer (being a priuate time, when cuery body

(when fury is ouer) doth euer reuiue inthehearrs 
of ſubjects of any good blood or mind ({uch'as his 
troope for the more part was. compounded of, 
rhough by -him ſeduced and bewitched) would 
quickly breake the knot , and cauſe fomedifunion 
and ſeparation amongſt them, whereby hee might 
haue bene lefc deſtitute , except he ſhould 'builde 


vpon ſome more, popular number, according to:

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A Declaration of the Treaſons of the 
the nature of all vſurping Rebels, which doe euer 
truſt more in the common people, then in perſons 
of ſort or qualitie. And this may well appeare by 
his owne plot in Ire/and,, which was to haue come 
with the choiſe of the Armie, from which hee was 
diuerted, as before is ſhewed. So as his owne 
courſes inclined cuer to reſt vpon the maine 
ſtrength of the multitude, and not vpon ſurpriſes, 
orthe combinations of afewe. 

But toreturne : Theſe were the reſolutions ta- 


ken at that conſultation , heldby theſe fiue at Dra- 


ry houſe , ſome: five or fixe dayes before the Rebel- 
lion, tobe reported to Z/ex, who euer kept'in 
himſelfe the binding and direRing voice: which 
he did to preuent all differences that we ar grow 
by diflent or contradiction. And befides he had 0- 
ther perſons,(which were Caffe and Blunt)of more 
inwardneſle and confidence with him then theſe, 
(Southampton qnly excepted ) which managed that 
Conſultation. 'And,for the day of the Enterpriſe, 
which is tharmuſt riſe out of the knowledge of all 
the opportunities and difficulties, it was referred 
to Eſſex his owne choiſcand appointment: it be- 
ing neuertheleſle reſolued, thatit ſhould be ſome- 


time before theend of Cand/cmas Terme. 


But this Councell and the reſolutions thereof, 
were in ſome points refined by Efſex,and Caffe,and 
Blunt : for,firſt is was thought good, for the better 
making ſure ofthe vtter gate of the Court, and the 
greater celeritic and ſuddennefle, to haue a troupe

So 
as now there wanted nothing, butthe Aſfignation

and vniuerſall cefort ro Eſſex houſe,contrary to her 
Princely admonition, and ſomwhartdiffering from 
his former maner-( as therecould not be fo great 
fire without ſomeſinoke) vpon the ſeuenth of Fe- 
bruary, the afternoone before this Rebellion, ſent 
to Eſſex houſe M.Secretary Harbert, to require him 
ro come before the Lords of her Maieſties Coun- 
cell, then fitting in Counſell at Salisbury Conrt ,be- 
ingthe Lord Treaſurershouſe: where it was otie- 
yl intended, thathe ſhould haue receiued ſome re- 
prehenſion, for exceeding the limicationsof his li- 
berxty, granced to him in a qualified maner,without 
any; intention towardes-him of reſtraint, which 
hee, vnder colour of not being well, excuſed to 
doe :. bur his owne guilcie conſcience applying 
it, that his Traynes were diſcouered, donbring 
perill:in any [further delay , determined to ha- 
ſten hisenterpriſe, and to ſetit on foote the next 
day; 

But then againe, hauing ſome aduertiſement 
in theeuening, that the guards were doubled at 


- Court, andlJaying thatto the meſſage hee had re- 


cciued ouernight :zand ſo concluding that A/larme 
was taken at Court , hee thought it to bee in 
vaine, to thinke of the enterpriſe of the Covrrt, 


by

by way of ſurprize : but tharnowe his onely way 
was,tocomethither in ſtrength; and to that ende 
firſt to atremptthe'Citie. Wherein hee did bu fall

death and deprination of the King as foreſeeing that the 
Rebell wil nener ſaffer that King to lene or raigne, which 
might puniſh or take rewenge of his Tres/on and Rebelti- 
cn, And ir was inforced by the Queenes Councell, 
that this is not onely the wiſedome of the lawes of 
the Realme which ſo defineth of ir, butic is alſothe 
cenſure of forein lawes,the concluſionof common 
reaſon which is the ground of all lawes,and the de- 
monſtratiue aſſertion of = crience, whichisthe 
warranty ofall reaſon.

were in conference, into theſe wordes : That ſeeing 
things were thus carted, he wouldere it be long ſay more 


then yet was knowen., Which. good motion of his 


mindebeing after his comming backeto the Tow- 
er, firſtcheriſhed by M. D; of Norwich, bur after 
wrought on by the religious and effeuall perfwa- 


ſions and exhortations of M. _Abaze Aſhton his 


Chaplaine, the man whom he.made ſute by name 
to haue with him for his ſoules health , as one that 
of late time he had bene moſt vſed vnto, and found
